Obfervations  upon  the  C  AS  E  of 
W illiam  Rofe  an  Apothecary ,  & c. 


THINGS  look  very  melancholy,  when  the  Law  it 
8  felf,  under  which  every  honeft  Man  expects 
8  Protection,  Rands  in  need  of  a  Vindication.  Yet 
JL*.  this  feems  to  be  the  unhappy  Condition  of  it,, 
in  refped  to  the  Phyficians  of  London  incorporate,  who  like 
out-law’d  Men,  are  by  many  thought  to  have  no  Title  to 
the  Benefit  of  thofe  ACts  of  Parliament  that  have  been 
made  in  their  Favour.  That  this  is  their  Misfortune,  and 
how  undefervedly,  will  appear  by  the  Recital  and  Exami¬ 
nation  of  the  following  CASE,  as  reprefented  by  the  Apo¬ 
thecaries,  which  is  as  follows. 


The  CASE  of  William  Rofe,  Apothecary ,  upon  a 
Writ  of  Error  to  Reverfe  a  Judgment  given  a- 
gainfl  him  in  the  Queen’s-Bench  at  the  Suit  of 
the  College  of  Phyficians. 

^  ?  II. i'  the  College  of  Phyficians  were  incorporated  the 
JL  ioth  H.  8.  and  their  Charter  confirmed,  as  is  pretended 
by  Ad  of  Parliament,  the  14  and  ij  U.  8. 

That  long  before,  and  ever  fince  the  faid  Charter  and  Ad 
the  Trade  of  an  Apothecary  hath  been  look’d  upon  and  e- 
fteemd  a  Lawful  Trade,  and  to  confift  in  the  Making  and 
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Compounding  Medicines ,  and  Selling  and  Giving  them 
tfc>  all  Perfons  wanting  the  fame.,  at  Reafonable  Prices  ; 
and  the  Apothecaries  have  thus  all  along  pradifed  their  Trade 
and  Profeflion. 

That  feveral  Phyficians  (not  fo  much  as  Educated  in,  or 
Graduates  of  our  own  famous  Univerfities )  being  for  the 
fakes  of  their  Fines,  or  other  Conliderations,  lately  admit¬ 
ted  into  the  College,  are  now  fo  'Numerous,  as  to  take  on 
them  the  Government  thereof,  and  have  fallen  into  divers 
Methods  for  Monopolizing  the  whole  Bufinels  of  PhyfTck, 
both  as  to  the  Compounding,  Selling,  and  Prefcribing 
thereof,  and  are  letting  up  to  enforce  every  one  to  buy 
their  Advice  (whether  they  like  it  or  not)  and  this  without 
the  Confent,  and  contrary  to  the  Will  of  the  moil  Eminent 
and  beft  efteenfd  of  their  own  Profeflion,  who  are  al¬ 
ways  mention’d  by  the  Apothecaries  with  Honour  and  Re- 
fpedt.  ,  ;  c  :  - 

I .  By  Oaths,Bonds  and  Fines  impofed  on  their  ownMembers, 
and  others  hereafter  to  be  Admitted,  for  Submitting  to  their 
new-made  By-Laws,  whereby  they  are  like  to  keep  the  Ma¬ 
nagement  amongll  themfelves. 

II.  By  fetting  up  divers  Shops  for  Making  and  Selling  Me¬ 
dicines,  on  pretence  of  Charity,  but  in  truth  for  their  private 
Gain,  by  Nofirums  (as  they  call  them)  which  they  multiply, 
and  always  fell  at  dear  Rates. 

III.  By  Vexatious  Profecutions  upon  pretence  of  a  Glaufe 
in  their  Charter,  That  none  within  London ,  or  feyen  Miles 
compafs,  fhall  exercile  the  Faculty  of  Phyfick,  unlefs  ad¬ 
mitted  thereto  by  the  Prefident  and  College,  on  penalty  of 
y  I.  per  Month. 

That  in  the  Aclion  brought  by  the  College  a  gain  ft  the  now  Via  intiff 
in  the  Writ  of  Error,  the  CASE  appears  to  be , 

That  one  Seal,  a  poor  Butcher,  being  fick,  fent  to  the  Plain¬ 
tiff  for  Medicines  proper  for  his  Dillemper,  who  not  being 
Licenfed  by  the  College,  without  the  Advice  of  a  Phyfician, 
and  without  any  Fee  for  his  Advice,  at  Seal’s  Requefl,  made 

up 
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up  feveral  Bolus's,  Electuaries  and  juleps,  and  them  i)oldr  and 
deliver'd  to  him  as  proper  for  his  Didemper. 

And  whether  this  were  any  Offence,  or  Illegal,  is  only  the  uejtion ,  - 

That  Judgment  having  been  given  in  the  £j)ueeris-Bench 
againd  the  now  Plaintiff  on  a  fpecial  Verdicff,  he  humbly 
hopes  the  fame  (hall  be  Reverfed  for  thefe  Reafons; 

That  the  Confequence  of  this  Judgment  will  entirely 
ruin  the  Plaintiff  in  his  Trade.,  and  indeed  all  other  Apo¬ 
thecaries,,  fince  they  cant  (if  this  Judgment  be  affirm’d) 

.  ufe  their  Profeffions  without  the  Preicript  or  Licence  of  a 
Phyfician. 

That  the  condant  Ufe  and  Practice  which  has  al¬ 
ways  been  with  the  Apothecary  (hall,  as  we  humbly  hope^ 
be  judged  the  belt  Expounder  ot  this  Charter  :  And  that 
felling  a  few  Lozenges,  or  a  fmall  Electuary,  to  any  asking 
for  a  Remedy  for  a  Cold.,  or  in  other  ordinary  or  common 
Cafes,,  or  where  the  Medicine  has  known  and  certain  Ei- 
fedfs_,  may  not  be  deem’d  unlawful,,  or  Pradtifing  as  a  Phy¬ 
fician  ,  when  no  Fee  is  taken  or  demanded  for  the 
fame.; 

That  the  Phyficians  by  (training  an  Adt  made  fo  long 
ago,,  may  not  be  enabled  to  monopolize  all  manner  oi 
Phyfick  folely  to  themfelves  ;  and  the  rather.,  for  that 
fuch  a  Condrudtion  will  not  only  be  the  undoing  of  the  A- 
pothecaries,,  but  alfo 

1.  A  Tax  on  the  Nobility  and  Gentry ^  who  in  the  (light¬ 
ed  Cafes,,  even  for  their  Servants^  can’t  then  have  any  kind, 
of  Medicines,,  without  corifulting  and  giving  a  Fee  to  one 
of  the  College. 

2.  An  Oppreflton  to  the  poorer  Families  not  able  to  go  to 
the  Charge.of  a  Fee  ;  the  fuppreffing  of  the  Apothecaries 
being  to  deprive  fuch  poor  People  and  Families  ot  all  man¬ 
ner  of  Aflidance  in  their  Neceffities,

3.  A  certain  Prejudice  to  all  Sick  Perfons  on  fudden  Ac¬ 
cidents,  and  new  Symptoms  arifing,  efpecially  in  Acute  Di- 
feafes,  and  in  the  Night,  wherein  if  the  Apothecary  is  cal¬ 
led,  and  fhali  dare  to  apply  the  lead  Remedy,  he  runs  the 
hazard  of  being  ruined,  or  the  Patient  the  danger  of  being 

loft. 

Fcr  all  which ,  and  fevered  ether  Errors  in  the  Record ,  it  is 
mo  ft  humbly  Pray  dy  That  your  Lordjhips  will  be  pleajed  to 
Rt-verje  the  Judgment.

That  this  Reprefentation  is  a  Mif-reprefentation  through¬ 
out,  the  following  Obfervations  upon  each  Paragraph,  will, 
his  not  doubted,  demonftrate.

§.  I.  That  the  College  of  Phyficians  were  incorporated 
the  10  E  8.  and  their  Charter  confirmed,  as  is  preten¬ 
ded,  by  Ad  of  Parliament,  the  14  and  1  f  Hen.  8.. 

OBSERVATION. 

The  Apothecaries  would  hereby  infinuate,that  the  College  of 
Phyficians  had  nothing  but  a  Pretence  to  any  Ad  of  Parliament 
for  their  Power;  which,  bating  the  lingular  Modefty  of  the 
Txpreffion,  is  readily  confuted,  by  citing  the  Ad  of  the  14 
and  if  of  Hen.  8.  which  confirmed  their  Charter,  theClaufe 
•whereof  relating  to  the  prefent  Cafe,  is  as  follows.

Prafidentem  fir  •  comm  unit  at  em 
feu  Jucceffores  eorum  qui  pro  tempore  fuerint ,  admijjus  fit  per 
ejufdem  Prafidentis  fir  Collegii  liter  as  figillo  fuo  communi  figil- 
lat.  fub  poena  centum  folidomm  pro  quolibet  menfe  quo  non  ad- 
mijjus  eandem  facultatem  exercuit ,  dimidi  inde  nobis  fir  ha- 
redibus  nefiris ,  dim.  did.  Prafi de-mi  fir  Collegio  applicand , 
An.  14  &  1  f  Hen.  8. 


This 
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This  Ad,  with  this,  and  all  its  other  Claufes,.  was  confirm¬ 
ed  and  augmented  with  Additional  Privileges,  by  an  Ad 
pafs’d  in  the  fecond  Seffion  of  the  Parliament  of  Queen  Mary 
the  Firft,  and  has  been  further  recognized  by  the  Royal 
Charters  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  King  James  the  Firft,  King 
Charles  the  Second,  and  King  James  the  Second  :  All  which 
may  fuffice  to  fhew  that  we  have  more  than  a  PRETENCE  of 
Law  on  our  fide. 

The  Pradice  of  Phyfick  even  then  was  fo  fcandaloufly  in¬ 
vaded  by  evil  and  illiterate  Perfons3  who  abufed  the  Credu¬ 
lity  of  the  People  with  falfe,  though  fpecious  Pretences, 
that  the  King  in  pure  Care  and  Tendernefs  to  his  People , 
found  it  neceffary  to  reftrain  the  Exercife  of  the  Art  of  Phy- 
*  fick  by  a  Law  ;  with  which  Sentiments  of  his,  his  Parlia¬ 
ment  concurr’d  :  And  to  that  end  Dr.  Chambers ,  Dr.  Lin  a  ere, 
and  others,  were  appointed  and  empowered  to  alTociate  to 
themfelves  a  Number  of  Grave  and  Learned  Men  in  their 
Faculty,  without  whofe  Examination  and  Licence  under 
their  Common  Seal,  none  were  permitted  to  pradife  Phy¬ 
fick  in  London ,  or  feven  Miles  round,  under  a  Penalty  there¬ 
in  mentioned  :  And  left  their  Care  fhould  feem  to  be  confin’d 
to  too  narrow  Bounds,  in  circumfcribing  their  Power  to  that 
fmall  Extent ;  It  was  further  Enaded,  That  notwithftanding 
a  Power  formerly  inverted  in  the  Bifhops,  of  Licenfmg  Per- 
fons  to  pradife  Phyfick  within  their  refpedive  Diocefes  ; 
that  this  Licence  fhould  be  limited  to  fuch  Perfons  only  as 
had  been  examin’d  and  approv’d  by  the  Prefident  and  three 
at  leaft  of  the  Eleds,  and  were  recommended  by  their  Let¬ 
ters  Teftimonial,  unlefs  the  Perfon  were  a  Graduate  in 
one  of  our  Univerfities,  who  had  accomplifh’d  all  things  for 
his  Form. 

And  here  we  may  obferve,  that  even*  then  the  Bifhops, 
tho>  neither  their  Learning  nor  fincere  Intentions,  were  cal¬ 
led  in  queftion,  were  not  thought  competent  Judges  of  any 
Man’s  Qualifications  for  the  Pradice  of  Phyfick ;  and 

therefore  the  Prefident,  and  three  of  the  Eleds  of  the.  Col- 

lege 
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lege  were  called  to  their  Aid,  fo  as  the  Perfon  to  be  exa¬ 
mined  and  approved^  fhould  wait  upon  them  in  London , 
wherefoever  he  was  to  receive  his  further  Licence. 

The  Care  of  this  King  and  his  Parliament  further  appears, 
by  their  Indulgence  to  Perfons  of  true  Education  and  Lite¬ 
rature;  in  eafing  the  Graduates  of  cur  own  Univerflties,  who 
had  accomplifhed  all  things  for  their  Form.  By  which  Words  no 
Man  can  fuppofe  they  intended  Perfons  that  had  taken  any 
Degree  in  one  of  our  Univerflties  ;  but  thofe  only;  who  had 
taken  regular  Degrees  in  the  Faculty  of  Fhyfick.  By  which  it  is 
plain;  that  they  meant  to  reftrain  the  Exereife  of  that  Facul¬ 
ty  to  thofe  only  who  were  approvedly  Learned  in  it. 

Now  if  Men  who  were  of  an  undoubted  and  approved 
Learning;  were  by  Law  debgrfd  the  exereife  of  that  Art, 
for  want  of  a  publick  Teftimonial  by  degrees  of  their  Appli¬ 
cation  to  it ;  It  cannot  be  fuppos’d  that  Perfons  of  no  Liter 
rature,  fhould  upon  any  lefs  terms  than  Examination,  be 
admitted  to  that  Privilege.

§.  II.  That  long  before,  and  ever  fince  the  faid  Qharter 
and  Ad,  the  Trade  of  an  Apothecary  hath  been  look’d 
upon  and  efteemed  a  lawful  Trade,  and  to  confift  in  the 
making  and  compounding  Medicines,  and  felling  and 
giving  them  to  all  Perfons  wanting  the  fame,  at  reafon- 
able  Prices ;  and  the  Apothecaries  have  thus  all  along 
Pradis’d  their  Trade  and  Profeftion. 

OBSERVATION. 

Before  that  Charter  and  Ad,  the  Trade  of  an  Apothecary 
was  juft  as  lawful  as  that  of  a  Grocer,  for  they  were  the 
fame  :  Plums,  Sugar,  Spice,  Venice-Treacle,  Mithridate,  &c. 
were  fold  in  the  fame  Shop  by  the  fame  Perfon,  and  no  body 
queftion’d  the  Legality  of  it  ;  becaufe  it  was  fuppos’d  they 
dealt  as  fairly  in  one  part  of  their  Trade  as  they  did  in  the  o- 
ther ;  and  the  Ingredients  of  an  Eleduary  then,  were  as 
cheap  as  thofe  of  a  Pudding,  and  both  furnifhed  from  the  fame 
Shop.  How 
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How  they  came  afterwards  to  be  feparated  in  King  Jame* 
the  Firft’s  time,  their  own  Charter  recites  :  And  how  they 
have  behaved  themfelves  from  that  time  ;  fince  they  are  fo 
defirous  of  Hiftory,  we  may  have  occafion  to  fhew.  But 
here  we  may  obferve  ,  that  among  all  the  Reafons  by 
them  alleged,  for  a  Separation  from  the  Grocers  •  a  necef- 
fity  lor  a  Liberty  of  Practice  to  them,  was  none  of  them : 
And  tho’  Vhyjicians  were  not  then  fo  Numerous,  nor  per¬ 
haps  more  Learned  than  now  they  are,  yet  of  all  the 
Branches  of  that  lawful  Trade  they  ipeak  of,  Prefcribing 
and  Advifing  Medicines  was  none  :  And  therefore  upon 
the  Terms  they  now  Exercife  it,  it  neither  then  was,  nor 
yet  is  a  Lawful  Trade.  That  they  then  lawfully  Exercis’d 
their  Trade,  and  Sold  at  reafonable  Prices,  is  not  deny’d  ; 
But  that  they  do  Either  at  this  time,  is  pofitively  contradict¬ 
ed,  and  fhall  be  demonflrated  if  they  require  it  ;  and  this 
very  Cafe  under  Confideration ,  may  ferve  for  one  In* 

■  fiance. 

§.  III.  That  feveral  Phyficians  (not  fo  much  as  Educated 
in,  or  Graduates  of  our  own  Famous  Univerfities  ) 
being  for  the  fakes  of  their  Fines,  or  other  Confide- 
rations,  lately  admitted  into  the  College,  are  now  fo 
Numerous,  as  to  take  on  them  the  Government  there¬ 
of,  and  have  fallen  into  divers  Methods  for  Monopo¬ 
lizing  the  whole  Bufinefs  of  Phyfick,  both  as  to  the

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OBSERVATION. 

That  fome  Thjrftckns,  not  To  much  as  Educated  in,  or 
Graduates  of  our  own  Univerfities,  have  been  put  upon  the 
College,  muft  be  own’d  :  But  they  were  not  admitted  for 
the  fake  of  Fines,  or  fuch  Confiderations,  as  the  Apothecaries 
falfly  allege  •  but  were  impos’d  upon  the  College  by  King 
Jams  his  Charter  •  and  many  of  tbefe  have  been  the  caufe 
of  the  Difturbances  the  Society  have  ever  fince  labour’d  un¬ 
der.  Thefe  Men  excepted,  and  fome  that  were  either  Phy- 
ficians  to  the  late  King,  or  are  now  fo  to  her  prefent  Maje- 
ily,  we  may  challenge  them  to  mention  any  one  concern’d 
in  the  Government  of  the  College,  who  is  not  a  Graduate 
DoBoroI  one  of  our  Univerfities,  and  has  not  been  fairly 
Examin’d  previoufly  to  his  Admiffion. 

But  thefe  Ungraduated  Irregular  Men  ,  are  not  the 
Perfons  they  quarrel  with  :  On  the  contrary,  they  are  the 
Favourites  and  Favourers  of  the  Apothecaries ,  and  have  been 
the  principal  Raifers  and  Fomenters  of  thofe  Difputes  in 
the  Faculty,  which  feem  to  thofe  who  are  not  rightly  enough 
inform’d,  to  diftinguifft  the  Legitimate  from  the  Spurious,  to 
divide  the  Faculty  it  felf :  And  like  the  falfe  Mother  before 
Solomon ,  are  rather  for  tearing  the  Child  than  preferving  it, 
as  having  no  Tendernefs  for  that  to  which  they  have  no 
Title.  ^  For  this  itis  the  Apothecaries  are  fo  fond  of  them,  upon 
a  double  Reafon  •  firft,  as  knowing  they  have  iittle  better 
right  to  pra&ife  than  themfelves  ;  and  next,  for  want  of  a 
fufficient  Right,  they  will  hoop  to  thofe  Submillions  to  them 
whicly  few  Regular  Thyficians  can  humble  themfelves  to. 
Tho’  it  muft  be  confeft,  that  fome,  even  of  thefe,  have 
made  their  Court  to  the  Apothecaries,  by  undue  Means 
and  Pra&ices,  fcandalous  to  their  Degrees  •  for  which,  tho’ 
the  Apothecaries  call  them  (with  the.  preceding)  the  mod 
Eminent  and  heft  Efieem  d ,  they  are  not  envy’d  by  the  reft 
of  their  Proreffion  :  and  perhaps  the  World  may  e  re  long 
become  fenfible,  that  it  is  neither  their  Skill  nor  Honefty 

j 
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procures  them  this  Chara&er  ;  but  a  Collufion  betwixt  them 
and  their  Patrons  (the  Apothecaries)  to  impofe  upon  their 
Patients,  and  promote  a  mutual  Interefl :  And  therefore  they* 
limit  be  mention  d  by  them  with  Honour  and  Rejpelh 

§.  IV.  Firft,  by  Oaths.,  Bonds  and  Fines,  impefed  on  their 
own  Members,,  and  others  hereafter  to  be  Admitted  , 
for  Submitting  to  their  new-made  By-Laws,  whereby 
they  are  like  to  keep  the  Adanagement  amongft  them- 
felves. 

OBSERVATION. 

The  Oaths  they  mention  are  only  promiffory  of  the 
obferving  the  Statutes  of  the  College  :  than  which  a  more 
Equitable  and  Moral  Body  of  Laws  was  never  Compiled 
for  any  private  Society  :  And  the  Bonds  were  introduc’d 
fince  this  late  Obtrufion  ,  to  enforce  thefe  Oaths ,  when 
fome  Men  (of  whom  the  Apothecaries  are  now  very  fond) 
were  found  not  to  have  Honour  or  Confcience  enough  to 
regard  an  Oath  that  was  not  Penal,  though  it  bound  them 
to  nothing  but  what  moral  FXonefty  would  oblige  them 
to.  As  for  what  they  call  Fines,  if  they  mean  the  Fees  of 
Ad  million,  it  is  practis’d  in  proportion  in  the  meaneft  Com¬ 
pany  in  London,  even  their  own.  As  for  the  making  of 
By-Laws,  all  other  Companies  incorporate  claim  a  Right, 
and  Exercife  it  by  annexing  Penalties  for  the  Breach  of 
them  :  And  it  feetns  unintelligible,  that  the  Rhyficians  a- 
lone  fhould  be  clamour’d  at  for  a  Power  which  they  have  ’ 
given  them  by  Law  •  and  which  is  neither  fingular  nor  un¬ 
equitable,  and  which  they  have  yet  perhaps  exercifed  more 
tenderly  than  any  Company  in  London .  This  Indulgence 
may  indeed  be  a  Fault  in  them,  at  leaft  in  Prudence  * 
but  it  is  none  of  the  Faults  the  Apothecaries  would  com¬ 
plain  of. 
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§.  V.  2 dly>  By  fetting  up  divers  Shops  for  Making,  and 
Selling  Medicines,  on  pretence  of  Charity,  but  in  truth 
for  their  private  Gain ,  by  Noprums  (as  they  call 
them)  which  they  multiply.,  and  always  fell  at  dear 
Rates. 

OBSERVATION. 

Here  Diana  of  the  Epbepans  is  concerned,  and  Demetrius  is 
very  bufie  to  caufe  an  Uproar  amongft  the  Crafts-men  :  It 
is  the  Concern  of  their  Trade  :  The  three  Difpenfaries  are 
the  divers  Shops  they  talk  of,  where  indeed  many  thou- 
fands  of  poor  Patients  (and  others)  are  relieved  every 
Year,  without  the  extravagant  Charge  of  an  Apothecary  s 
Bill.  The  Cafe  of  thefe  Difpenfaries  is  thus  :  The  R hyp- 
dans  of  the  College  near  ten  years  ago,  did  agree,  and 
oblige  themfelves  by  one  of  thefe  grievous  By-Laws  they 
complain  of,  to  Vifit  and  give  their  Advice  to  their  Neigh¬ 
bouring  Poor,  Gratis :  And  when  the  exorbitant  Exa&ions  of 
the  Apothecaries  for  the  Medicines  prefcrib’d,  rendred  the 
Charity  of  the  Fhypcians  ineffedual  to  thefe  poor  people  ; 
and  the  obftinate  Refufal  of  the  Apothecaries  to  comply  with 
any  moderate  Rate  ,  though  for  the  Poor  only,  made  the 
Cafe  of  thofe  Poor  defperate ;  a  Committee  of  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council  of  London ,  before  whom  this  matter  was 
brought,  being  fenfible  of  the  Di  ft  refs  of  thefe  People,  ap- 
ply’d  to  the  College  by  way  of  Requeft,  to  fupply  the  poor, 
themfelves,  with  Medicines  at  reafonable  Rates  :  Which  after 
a  re-iterated  Refufal  of  the  Apothecaries ,  they  charitably  un¬ 
dertook  ;  and  a  great  Number  of  them  entred  into  a  volun¬ 
tary  Subfcription  for  the  furnifliing  Medicines,  without  any 
profpecft  or  intention  of  Profit  to  themfelves :  By  which 
Subfcription  many  thoufands  of  poor  people  have  been  re¬ 
lieved.  But,  that  they  did  it  for  private  Gain,  or  fold  any 
Medicines  at  dear  Rates,  is  fuch  a  bare-fac’d ,  groundless 
Calumny,  as  becomes  no  Front,  but  that  of  an  Apothecary  s. 

Hither- 
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Hitherto  the  Thyficians  Subfcribtng  have  been  fo  far  from 
making  profit  of  any  Niftrutm,  or  other  Medicines,  that  not 
one  of  them  has  been  repay’d  one  Penny  of  his  Subfcripuon- 
Money  ;  nor  has  any  Dividend  or  Profit  of  any  kind  been 

thought  of,  or  propos’d  amongft  them.  c 

It  is  perhaps  a  defect  in  Policy,  not  to  have  made  that  pro  t 
which  the  Apothecaries  charge  them  with  ;  ror  had  they  done 
fo  many  of  thofe  Thylicians  who  now  Confederate  with  t  e 
Apothecaries  againft  them,  would  for  their  own  Gain,  have 
been  very  Zealous  in  the  Project,  and  as  Infolent  towards  the 

Apothecaries ,  as  now  they  are  Humble.  ,  X7 

It  is  confefs’d  that  befides  the  Poor,  many  Rich  and  No¬ 
ble  Perfons  have  been  furnifli  d  with  Medicines  in  their  re- 
fpedtive  Cafes  from  the  Difpenfaries ;  And  that  for  divers 

Reafons.  „  .  r  , 

Fir/?,  Becaufe  the  Vhyficians  prefcnbing  for  teem,  were 

affured  that  the  Medicines  there,  were  undoubtedly  the  belt. 

Secondly ,  Becaufe  many  Excellent  Remedies  are  there  repo¬ 
rted,  which  have  never  yet  been  trufted  in  the  Shops  oi 

Apothecaries. 

Thirdly ,  Becaufe  the  Phyfician  was  not  oblige^  to  proltitute 
his  Honour  and  Confcience,  by  over-loading  his  Patient  to 
oblige  a  Craving  Apothecary  ;  or  to  run  the  rilque  or  being  un¬ 
dermin’d  in  his  Reputation  by  Slanderous  Suggeftions,  for  not 
fubmitting  to  be  the  Apothecary  s  Under-Pick-Pocket. 

And  Lafily, Becaufe  he  could  ferve  his  Patient  Quantity  lor 
Quantity,  and  Quality  for  Quality,  (fuppofing  the  Apothecary  s- 
Medicines  to  be  as  good  as  can  be  made)  hfteen  millings  in 
the  pound  cheaper  than  any  where  elfe  ;  which  is  a  Thiiit 
thegreateft  Man  who  does  not  love  to  be  Cheated,  needs  net 

be  afham’d  of.  #  A 

Thefe  Reafons,  it  is  hop’d,  may  be  fufficient  to  juuine  the 

Conduct  of  the  V  hj  fid  an  s  in  that  particular  :  Efpecially  Ence 1 
the  Apothecaries  by  corrupting  and  fop  hi  (Beating  Medicines  ; 
by  fubftituting  one  thing  for  another,  and  by  their  intolera¬ 
ble  Exa&ions,  have  brought  the  pra&ice  of  Phvfick  to  that? 

pals*  * 
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pafo,  that  a  Phyfician  cannot  pra&ife  in  the  ordinary  method, 
without  great  hazard  to  his  Patient’s  Life,  or  his  own  Con¬ 
fidence  or  Reputation  :  For  if  he  be  not  in  Confederacy 
with  the  Apothecary,  and  fo  connives  at  and  frequently  over¬ 
looks  the  badnefs  of  his  Medicines  to  the  hazard  of  his  Pati¬ 
ents  Health,  and  perhaps  Life,  and  in  violation  of  his  own  Con¬ 
fidence  y  or  confenting  and  aiiiftant  to  the  extravagant  Lx- 
adfion  oi  the  Apothecary,  to  the  great  dammage  of  his  Patient’s 
Purfe,  he  is  lure  to  lye  expos’d  to  the  revengeful  inlinuations 
of  the  Apothecary  upon  every  Unifier  accident,  which  thro’ 
the  malignity  of  the  Diftemper,  the  difobedience  of  the  Pa¬ 
tient  to  direction,  the  carelefsnefs  or  over- officio ufnefs  of  the 
Attendants,  or  even  the  malice  of  the  Apothecary  himfelf 
(of  which  we  can  upon  occafion  give  many  Inftances)  may 
happen  :  and  fo  undefervedly  lofe  his  Reputation  in  that 
Family,  and  all  others  where  the  Cafe  fliall  be  reported, 
which  will  be  as  lar  as  the  Apothecary  can  carry  it. 

Eut  fince  the  Apothecaries  by  an  unmannerly  Infi'nuation, 
and  fall e  aflertion  provoke  us  to  take  further  notice  of  the  ufe 
of  Nofirums,  (as  they  fay  we  call  them)  we  are  bound  to  ac¬ 
quaint  ail  Mankind  with  our  ufe  of  them,  and  the  reafon  of  it. 

Having  in  the  Profecution  of  our  Studies  and  Pra¬ 
ctice,  improv’d  and  enlarg’d  the  Materia  Med  lea,  by  the 
Addition  of  feveral  Efficacious  Medicines,  as  well"  Sim¬ 
ple  as  Compound,  not  known  before,  or  not  applycd  to 
thofe  ufes,  for  which  we  have  found  them  to  ferve 'better 
than  any  others  before  in  ufe  :  We  laid  under  a  necehity 
either  of  proftituting  them  to  the  abufe  of  the  Apothecaries 
thro’  Adulteration,  Exaction  or  prefumptuous  ill  Application 
(by  which  the  belt  Medicines  are  often  brought  into  dif- 
grace)  or  to  keep  them  lecret,  and  take  from  the  Apothecary 
a  pretence  of  knowing  all  our  Practice,  and  thereby  abufing 
the  People  under  Colour  ot  our  Authority,  as  they  have  fo 
long  and  fo  notorioufly  done,  in  manifeft  affront  to  the  Law 
and  to  the  infinite  mifehief  of  the  People  :  But  to  fhew 
that  we  do  not  envy  the  benefit  of  our  improvements,  to  any 
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legal  fair  Pra&ifer,  we  have  repeated  them  in  the  Difpenfary ; 
thereby  likewife  to  demon  (fra  te  that  we  are  not  afhamed  to 
fubmit  them  to  the  inoft  fevere  and  impartial  Examination. 
For  every  legal  Pradtifer  in  this  Town.,  may  if  he  pleafes, 
make  himfelf : a  Member  of  this  Society,  upon  the  Terms 
that  others  are,  which  upon  the  whole,  implies  no  more  than 
to  be  charitable  in  his  Profeffion,  and  not  to  abufe  our  Arcana , 
nor  proftitute  them  to  thole  that  wou  d  •  and  upon  thefe  ea- 
fie  Conditions,  any  legal  Thyftcian  may  make  himfelf  Judge 

of  them. 

But  whereas  the  Apothecaries  pretend  we  Multiply  thole 
Arcana  ;  if  by  that  they  mean  the  daily  adding  of  new  ones, 
as  faff:  as  the  ufe  of  them  is  difcover’d,  we  take  it  for  an  Ho¬ 
nour  rather  than  an  Objection  :  Becaufe  by  every  ufeful  new 
Medicine  fo  added,  the  Faculty  is  fo  much  enlarg’d,  and 
fomething  contributed  towards  the  common  Benefit  of  Alan- 
kind.  But  if  they  mean  crowding  unneceffary  Medicines, 
or  Quantities  upon  the  Patient ;  the  Infmuation  is  as  falfe,  as 
the  AiTertion  that  follows,  viz.  That  we  always  [ell  them  at  dear 
Rates  •  for  thefe  are  the  proper  Vices  of  the  Apothecaries ,  for 
which  many  Thoufands  repair  to  us  from  them  every  Year 
for  Relief,  and  have  it.  Indeed  the  contrary  of  both  thefe 
is  fo  notorious,  that  there  is  not  one  Secret  Medicine  kept  in 
the  Difpenfary,  which  is  not  fold  at  cheaper  Rates  than  any 
Medicine  of  that  Form  in  the  Apothecary  s  Shop,  and  given  in 
lefs  Quantities  upon  occafion.  And  here  the  Apothecaries 
have  given  the  World  a  Specimen  of  their  Ingenuity  as  well 
as  Manners,  in  pretending  to  judge  of  the  Price  of  Medicines, 
of  which  they  know  neither  the  Ingredients,  nor  Compoliti- 
on  •  and  confequently,  cannot  judge  of  the  Intrinfrck  Value- 
which  if  they  did,  not  knowing  the  Rates  let  upon  them  by 
us,  it  is  an  unjuftifiablc  Preemption  and  Impudence  in  them, 
ro'pretend  they  are  fold  at  dear  Rates,  or  that  in  truth,  we  do 
i:  for  private  Gahh 
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VI.  %dly,  By  Vexatious  Profecutions  upon  pretence  of  a 
Claufe  in  their  Charter,  That  none  within  London  or 
(even  Miles  compafs,  fhall  cxercife  the  Faculty  of  Phy- 
fick,  unlefs  admitted  thereto  by  the  Prefident  and. Col¬ 
lege,  on  penalty  of  f  1.  per  Month. 

OBSERVATION. 

That  it  is  more  than  a  Pretence.,  the  above-recited  Claufe 
of  the  Ad  of  Parliament  will  fhew  •  wherein  the  penalty  of 
Five  pounds  a  Month  is  laid  upon  every  Unlicens’d  Pradifer: 
whereby  we  may  difeover  the  juft  Concern  of  the  then  Go¬ 
vernment,  effedually  to  prevent  all  Illegal  Pradifing,  by  the 
greatnefs  of  the  Fine  laid  ;  Five  pounds  being  then^perhaps 

That  the  College  have  been  far  from  being  Vexatious,  may 
appear  from  the  fmall  Number  of  Profecutions  •  and  the  per¬ 
petual  provocations  they  have  met  with  to  exert  their  power. 
For  the  Apothecaries,  not  content  to  pradife  Phyfick  in  its 
utmoft  Latitude,  in  all  Cafes,  and  upon  all  Perfons  that  are 
bold  enough  to  truft  them  with  their  Lives  ;  have  been  fo 
Infolent,  as  to  oppofe  the  calling  of  any  Pbyfician  till  the  Pa¬ 
tient  is  reduc’d  to  the  laft  Extremity  :  And  then  impofe  a 
Creature  .of  their  own,*  thereby  ufurping  to  themfelves  the 
whole  Difpolition  of  the  Pradice  of  Phyfick  :  Yet  fo  In¬ 
dulgent  have  the  Phyficians  been  to  thefe  unthankful  Men, 
that  notwithstanding  thefe  exorbitant  Encroachments  upon 
them,  this  was  the  hrft  Inftance  of  their  Severity  of  this  kind 
as  their  Councel  fet  forth  at  the  Hearing  of  the  prefent  Cafe  * 
which  according  to  them,  is  as  follows. 

§.  VII.  That  in  the  Adion  brought  by  the  College  againft 
the  now  Plaintiff  in  the  Writ  of  Error,  the  Cafe  appears 
to  be.  That  one  Seal ,  a  poor  Butcher ,  being  fick,  fent  to 
the  Plaintiff  for  Medicines  proper  for  his  Diftemper,  who 
not  being  Licenfed  by  the  College,  without  the  Advice 
of  a  Thyfician  and  without  any  Fee  for  his  Advice,  at 

Seal's 
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Seat s  Requeft,  made  up  feveral  Bolus's,  Electuaries  and 
Juleps,  and  them  Sold,  and  deliver’d  to  him  as  proper 
Medicines  for  his  Diftemper. 

O  BSER RATION . 

Thus  the  Apothecaries  reprefent  the  Cafe  :  But  the  true 
S(.ate  of  the  Fa<5i  is  as  follows  •  as  is  certify ’d  under  John 
heal  S  own  Hand,  a  Butcher  in  Hunger for d- Market  \  and  from 
whom  any  one  that  will  give  himfelf  the  trouble,  may  be 
fatisfy’d  with  the  Truth  of  it.

VIII.  Whether  this  be  any  offence,  or  Illegal  ?  That 
Judgment  having  been  given  in  the  Queens-Bench,  a- 
gamd  the  now  Plaintiff  on  a  fpecial  verdi<a,  he  humbly 
hopes  the  fame  fhall  be  reverfed  for  thefe  Reafons. 


OBSERVATION. 

Judgment  was  given  as  they  fay,  which  Is  the  only  truth 
we  meet  with  through  this  whole  Cafe  :  yet  even  here  it 

c  '  is 
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is  crampt  and  mutilated  •  for  they  know  it  makes  againft 
them  to  take  notice,  that  the  Judges  were-  unanimoujly  of  Opi-  ' 
nion,  afcer  feveral  (olenin  Arguments)  that  the  Law  runs  very 
pofitive  and  plain  againft  this  Offender.

§•  IX.'  That  the  Gonfequence  of  this  Judgment  will  entire- 

.  ly  ruin  the  Plaintiff  in  his  Trade,  and  indeed  all  other 
Apothecaries,  fince  they  can’t  (if  this  Judgment  be  af- 
firm  d)  ufe  their  profellions  without  the  Prelcript,  or  Li¬ 
cence  of  a  Phyfician. 

OBSERVATION. 

If  by  ruining  the  Apothecaries  in  their  Trade,  they  mean 
taking  from  them  the  Liberty  of  preferibing  •  it  is  granted, 
that  the  Confequences  of  this  Judgment  rightly  purfu'd* 
would  do  fo.  But  it  does  not  thence  follow ,  that  it 
would  take  away  from  them  the  Exercife  of  any  lawful 
Branch  of  their  Trade.  The  very  Reafon  given  in  their 
Charter  for  the  feparating  them  from  the  Grocers  Company) 
Ihe'ws )  what  their  whole  and  foie  Bufinefs  was  ;  namely)  to 
make)  compound  and  fell  good  and  wholfome  Medicines  : 
But  they  were  neitfyfrr  allowed)  or  fuppofed,  to  preferibe  or 
direbb  the  Ufe  of  them  ;  but  to  prepare  them,  and  make 
them  ready  for  prefeription,  according  to  the  known  Forms; 
or  after  the  particular  Prefcript  of  the  Phyfician.  This  Char¬ 
ter  was  procured  for  them  by  two  Phyficians,  Dodor  Miyerne 
and  Dodor  Atkins,  in  oppofition  to  divers  perfonS)  who 
not  being  of  approv’d  .  SkilL  and  Integrity,  impos’d  upon  the 
people  unwhoifome  and  ill  prepared  Medicines.  But,  that 
they  fhould  dired  Phyfick  to  be  taken  without  the  Yre- 
feriptor  Licence  of  a  Rhyfician  ,  was  never  fuppofed  nor  intend¬ 
ed  :  For  their  own  Charter  contains  a  provilional  C  la  ufe  for 
maintaining  all  the  Privileges  of  the  College  of  Phyficians 
whole  and  entire  ;  the  principal  of  which  privileges  was,  to 
have  the  foie  power  of  preferibing  or  direding  Medicines, 
amd  licenfuig,  after  Examination,  others  to  do  fo.

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It  would  be  a  grofs  abfurdity  to  luppqfe  that  Phyficians,, 
who  had  the  lole  Exercife  of  the  Faculty  in  their  hands  by 
Law.,  fhould  petition  to  let  others  into  the  Exercife  of  their 
Part,  which  was  fo  well  fecured  to  themfelves  :  or,  that  they, 
who  were  at  that  time  no  fmall  Number  in  and  about  this 
Town,  fhould  defire  to  put  114  Men,  who  were  ufed  before 
to  attend  them  as  their  Servants,  upon  the  fame  foot  and  le¬ 
vel  with  themfelves. 

§.  X.  That  the  conflant  Ufe  and  Practice  which  has  al¬ 
ways  been  with  the  Apothecary,  fhall,  as  we  humbly 
hope,  be  judged  the  beft  Expounder  of  this  Charter: 
And  that  felling  a  few  Lcz,engcs3  or  a  fmall  EleBuary,  to 

^  any  asking  for  a  Remedy  for  a  Cold,  or  in  other  ordi¬ 
nary  or  common  Cafes,'  or  where  the  Medicine  has 
known  and  certain  Eife<5ts,  may  not  be  deem'd  unlaw¬ 
ful,  or  Pra&ifing  as  a  Phyfician  ,  when  no  Fee  is 
taken  or  demanded  for  the  fame. 

OBSERVATION, . 

To  ufe  their  own  Expreflion,  the  Conftant  Ufe  and  PraBice 
tons  NOT  always  been  with  the  Apothecary.  For  at  their  firft 
Incorporation,  they  were  as  humble  and  mean  as  now  they 
are  proud  and  prefuming:  They  were  content  with  the  law- 
jyl  Exercile  of  their  Lrade,  which  was  the  making  up  and 
felling  thofe  Medicines  which  were  prefcribed  by  the  Phyfi- 
cians;  or  ferving  Cuftomers,  with  any  Medicine  called  for 
by  name,  as  other  Tradefmen  do:  and  the  profit  of  this  was 
fufncient  to  maintain  114  of  them  according  to  their  Rank 
and  Education.  Eut  fince  they  increafed  in  pride  and  in 
number,  they  have  been  forced  to  have  recourfe  to  unwar¬ 
rantable  profits  and  practices,  and  to  ufurp,  and  impofe  on 
the  people,  under  pretence  of  Skill,  which  they  have  not, 
as  well  as  to  exact  upon  them  prices  for  their  Medicines! 
which  their  Predecelfors  could  never  dream  of. 

Thefe  Encroachments  have  been  fo  gradual,  and  were  at 

C  z  firft 
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£rft  fo  mod  eft,  that  the  People  were  not  aware,  nor  the 
Phyficians  jealous  of  them.  We  don’t  mean  hereby  the  fel¬ 
ling  a  few  Lozenges,  or  other  fuch  Medicines  of  known  and 
certain  Effect,  when  demanded  of  them  by  their  Cuftomers 
by  their  proper  Names.'  This  was  a  practice  which  perhaps, 
tho’  not  allow’d  of  by  any  Law,  yet  was  conniv’d  at  as  inno¬ 
cent  bythofe  whofe  Power,  as  well  as  Intereft,  it  was  to  put 
the  Laws  relating  to  fuch  things  in  Execution,  and  is  not 
that  we  know  of  excepted  againft  to  this  day. 

But  under  pretence  of  felling  Medicines  to  any  that  ask 
for  them  in  ordinary  and  common  Cafes,  the  apothecaries 
have  taken  upon  them  to  advife  in  all  manner  of  Cafes  e- 
ven  the  moft  dangerous,  to  the  exclufion  of  the  Phyficians , 
till  the  danger  of  "the  Cafe  puts  them  in  mind  of  calling  in 
fome  legal  Pra&ifer  to  skreenthem  from  the  Law.  But  gran¬ 
ting  they  have  too  long  abufed  the  indulgence  of  the  Phyftciansy 
their  mod  eft  Petition  is,  that  their  frequent  and  early  Violati¬ 
ons  of  the  Law  may  ferve  for  the  beft  Expofition  of  the  Law 
againft  them  •  which  is  juft  as  reafonable,  as  that  a  noto¬ 
rious  Pick-pocket  upon  his  Tryal  fhould  be  allow’d  to 
plead  his  long  Ufe  of  his  Slight  for  his  Juftification,  and 
that  the  Law  againft  thofe  kind  of  Offenders  might  be  fuper- 
feded  by  his  long  impunity. 

And  here  they  offer  a  Qualification,  and  are  pleafed  to  tell 
the  moft  Honourable  the  Houfe  of  Lords,what  they  would  have 
taken  for  Law,^‘&.That  the  taking  and  demanding  of  Lees  on¬ 
ly  may  be  deem’d  unlawful,  and  pra&ifingas  a  Thy  fid  an.  This 
is  the  Trap  in  which  unwary  People  are  taken:  they  think 
fo  much  is  fav’d  by  the  foie  ufe  of  the  [Apothecary  y  as  they 
imagine  muft  otherwife  have  been  given  to  a  Phyfc'n.v .  And 
perhaps  there  might  be  fomething  in  this,  if  there  were  a- 
ny  eafie  and  equitable  Method  of  Taxing  the  apothecaries 
Bills :  but  that  remedy  being  wanting,  they  have  it  in  their 
Power  (which  they  leldom  fail  to  ufe)  to  pay  themfelves  at 
diferetionfor  their  attendance, by  the  rates  they  fet  upon  their 
Medicines  in  their  Bills:  and  how  largely  they  do  it,  may 

ap- 
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appear  from  the  Cafe  under  Confederation^  where  this  Seal 
was  left  by  Rofe  in  a  worfe  Condition  than  he  found  him,  af¬ 
ter  having  fqueez’d  out  of  him  about  fifty  pounds  $  and 
who  upon  application  to  a  Bhyfician  of  the  Difpenfary,  had 
a  perfect  Cure  there  for  lefs  than  forty  Shillings  expence  in 
Medicines. 

We  have  not  plckt  out  this  Cafe  to  fliew  the  Conlcience 
and  Skill  of  the  Afcthccarus :  but  have  taken  it,  becaule  it  is 
the  Cafe  upon  which  the  quedion  is  raisd :  For  we  have  roa- 
nv  hundred  more  as  extravagant,  fome  of  which  may  come 
hereafter  to  be  try’d.  And  here  we  cannot  but  take  Notice 
of  the  irremediable  hardfhips  poor  People  lye  under  by  the 
Apothecaries :  who  often  fire  them  for  extravagant  Bills,  and 
are  allow'd  to  juftifie  thofe  Bills  by  the  Oath  of ^  their  own 
Servants,  that  chefe  are  the  ufual  rates:  which  juftly  tax d, 
wou’d  admit  of  an  abatement  of  two  parts  in  three,  and  dill 
include  a  large  Confidemtion  for  their  Attendance,  befides  a 
Profit  much  above  that  of  any  Shopkeeper  whatever. 

§.  XL  That  the  Phyficians  by  draining  an  Ad:  made  fo 
long  a^o  ,  may  not  be  enabled  to  monopolize  all  man¬ 
ner  of  Phyfick  Yolely  to  themfelves  ;  and  the  rather, 
for  that  fuch  a  Conftrudion  will  not  only  be  the  urn* 
doing  of  the  Apothecaries,  but  alfo 

OBSERVATION. 

ft  was  judicioufly,  as  well  as  wittily  obfery’d  by  the  late 
Duke  of  Buckingham,  that  Laws  were  not  like  Women  ; 
the  word,  to  be  lik’d  for  being  old.  Thofe  Ads  which  fettle 
and  ad  juft  the  Right  of  pradifing  Phyfick,  were  made  in 
times  when  the  common  Safety  and  Welfare  of  the  People, 
feem's  to  have  been  much  better  confidered,  than  it  has  ordi¬ 
narily  been  of  late.  And  the  Reafon  fet  forth  in  the  fe- 
veral  Charters  and  Ads,  was  the  necefiary  care  of  the 
Lives  and  Health  of  the  People  in  general,  when  ignorant 

Ouacks  and  Apothecc vies  were  not  fo  numerous  as  at  prefenr, . 

""  *-  And; 
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And  however  that  concurrent  Judgment  and  Authority  may 
fall  into  Contempt  with  fome  people,  they  were  founded 
upon  Reafons  that  remain  unanfwerable  x  to  this  Day. 
Nor  has  the  greater  Modefty  or  Sufficiency  of  the  Apothe¬ 
caries  (ince  given  any  juft  ground  to  take  off  thofe  ReftriCH- 
ons,  that  were  then  found  fo  neceftary  to  be  laid  upon  them. 

As  for  the  Accufation-ot  /training  thofe  Acts,  it  is  a  rude 
Reflection  upon  the  Judges,  rather  than  upon  the  Vhyfidam: 
who  had  juft  provocation,  to  ask  the  Protection  of  the  Law  for 
their  legal  Privileges,  which  have  been  fo  openly,  and  fo 
infolently  invaded  for  many  Years  laft  pa  ft.  The  unanimous 
Judgment  of  the  Judges  of  the  Queens- Bench,  is  a  fufhcient 
Vindication  of  the  College  from  (training  the  Law  •  and 
for  the  Honour  of  thofe  Judges  it  mult  be  confeifed, *  that 
if  that  Law  could  not  bear  the  Conftruction  they  put  upon 
it,  it  could  bear  none  at  all.  For  what  Cafe  could  be 
within  it,  if  not  the  prefent  t  Rcfe  was  not  only  unexa¬ 
min'd  and  unlicenfed ,  but  apparently  ignor.  nt ,  in  that  he  did 
nothing  towards  the  Cure  of  Seal  in  a  Years  Phy/ickine 
of  him,  when  a  Phyfician  of  the  College  perfectly  cur’d 
him  in  li\  \V  eeks.  1  he  Cafe  was  not  (udden3  when  it  la- 
fted  a  Twelvemonth.  It  was  not  charitable ,  when  Roll 
exacted  near  yo/.  of  Seal,  and  arretted  him  for  part  of  the 
Money,  when  he  was  not  able  to  pay  it  all.  And  if  it  was 
a  flight  Cafe,  the  greater  Fool  or  Knave  was  Rcfe  not 
to  cure  it.  _  And  if  any  (hail  go  about  to  exclude  ’ Role  s 
Gale  out  of  the^  ACt,  only  becaufe  other  Cafes  (quite  dif¬ 
ferent  from  Rofe  s)  may  be  put  (as  Jelling  a  few  Lounges,  or 
ajmall  Elec! nary,  &c.)  wherein  it  might  be  fevere  to  execute 

the  ACt,  he  may  by  the  fame  Art  elude  all  penal  Statutes 
whatloever. 

Rut  the  Apothecaries  allege  in  mitigation  of  the  Law 
that  a  true  Construction  of  it  muft  be  their  undoing  :  As  if 
thofe  very  Conditions  upon  which  they  were  incorporated 
and  by  vyhich  they  enjoy  ail  the  Privileges  they  have  as 
Apothecaries ,  muft  needs  ruin  that  very  Trade  to  which  they 

give 
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give  Being  -.  Which  is  flich  an  Ablurdity,  as  none  but  Men 
of  uriparallebd  Affurance,  could  have  the  haidinefs  to  af- 
fert.  And  here  they  plainly  fhew,  that  an  unreftrain  d  Li¬ 
berty  of  Practice  is  that  wherein  they  place  the  Effence  of 
their  Trade.  For  this  Confirudion  does  not  at  all  affed 
them,  in  the  making  .and  felling  of  Medicines,  which  is  the 
proper  and  foie  Bulinefs  of  their  Trade,  when  legally.  ex- 
ercifed  •  but  it  debars  them  from  preferring  and  advifing 
the  Ufe  of  Medicines,  and  judging  of  Cafes  ;  a  Fradice 
which  they  have  ufurpt  of  late,  almoft  to  the  Exclufion  of 
fhyfichvns,  *  And  here  we  may  appeal  to  any  impartial  Man, 
Who  aims  at  the  Monopoly  ?  He  that  Advifes  , .  Makes  and 
Sells  Medicines  ;  or  he  that  Trefcribes  only,  and  is  defirous  to 
referve  that  Branch  to  himfelf,  which  the  Law  of  the  Land 
as  well  as  Reafon,  has  made  his  foie  Right? 

When  the  Charter  for  feparating  the  Apothecaries  from 
the  Grocers  was  granted,  the  bare  Making  and  Compound¬ 
ing  of  Medicines  according  to  the  Thyficians  Diredions, 
was  thought  a  Task  of  io  much  .Difficulty,  as  to  require, 
that  fome  Perfons  who  had  been  moft  us’d  to  it,  fhould  be 
fet  apart  for  it :  Becaufe  in  the  promifeuous  Liberty  of  the 
Grocer  and  Apothecary ,  dangerous  Miffakes  were  made,  thro 
the  Unskilfulnefs  of  thole  that  often  took  upon  them  to 
compound  from  the  Prefcriptions  of  Thyficians ,  without  a 
fufficient  acquaintance  with  the  manner  and  method  of 
making  Medicines,  which  were  fometimes  referred  to  by  very 
fhort  Diredions  in  Thyficians  Bills,  upon  luppofition  that  Cen¬ 
dant  ufe  had  made  them  familiar. 

But  it  was  not  in  thofe  days  fuppos’d,  that  weigning, 
pounding,  lifting  and  mixing  of  Drugs  was  fuffcient  to  make 
them  to  judge  of  their  ufe,  and  to  difliiiguifh  Eiftempeis*. 
with  all  the  variety  of  fymptoms ;  and  to  know  which  were 
ihfeparable,  and  which  were  contingent ;  and  when  a  Dil- - 
eafe  was  fnnple,  and  when  complicated  :  Nor  does  it  appear 
that  the  Pradice  which  the  Apothecaries  have  fince  ufurpt, 
has  made  them  more  able  than  they  were,  tho*  it  has  made*, 
them,  much  more  prefuming.  ]  - 
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It  is  requifite  that  the  Perfon  who  pretends  to  a  rational 
Pradice,  fhould  be  very  well  vers’d  in  natural  Phiiofophy, 
and  know  as  much  at  lead;  of  the  Movements  of  Nature  as 
has  been  communicated  to  the  Publick,  if  he  has  not  been 
able  to  make  improvements  of  his  own  :  That  he  fhould  be 
well  acquainted  with  the  Animal  Sydeme,  and  be  able  to 
account  for  all  the  vital  Adions  and  whatever  may  impede 
them:  in  order  to  which  he  muft  not  only  know  the  Strudure 
ancLmutual  Correfpondence  of  the  Vefiels  •  but  the  Nature 
of  the  Liquors  which  circulate  thro’  them,  their  feveral  Mo¬ 
tions,  the  velocity  of  them,  and  be  able  thereupon  to  judge  of 
the  Caufes  that  obftrud  or  dedroy  their  feveral  Adions,  and 
from  thence  (if  no  more  will  be  allow’d)  to  con  j  Mure  by  what 
proper  Inftruments  the  natural  State  and  Fund-ion  of  thefe 
Parts  is  to  beredor’d.  To  do  this  with  any  fuccefs,  he  ought, 
not  only  to  be  acquainted  with  the  external  face  of  Medicines 
and  the  Manner  of  mixing  (which  contains  the  whole  skill 
of  the  Apothecary)  but  to  know  the  certain  Effeds  of  them,  fo 
far  as  they  have  been  obferv’d  :  and  to  be  acquainted  vvith 
the  condituent  Parts  of  them,  and  able  to  diftinguifh  where¬ 
in  their  Vertue  con  fids  •  at  lead  as  far  as  plain  and  fenfible 
difcovery  will  warrant. 

Notwithdanding  all  this,  we  mud  and  do  confefs,  that 
our  Difcoveries  have  not  been  pufht  fo  far,  but  that"  many 
things  are  only  to  be  reacht  by  probable  conjedure  •  which 
perhaps  Indudry  and  the  Inquiry  of  learn’d  Men  may  in 
time  render  more  evident  •  as  experience  fhews  us  by  the 
Difcoveries  and  Improvements  that  are  daily  made.  Nor  is 
this  any  Objedion  to  our  Art,  which  we  own  to  be  yet  very 
Imperfed;  and  know  not  when  it  fhall  arrive  to  its  perfedi- 
on  :  For  the  extent  of  it  is  infinite.  All  Nature  falls  under 
the  confideration  of  a  Phyfician •  he  that  knows  mod  of  it  is 
the  bed  :  And  perhaps  humane  Knowledge  is  fo  limited  that 
the  Subjed  of  our  Art  is  not  to  be  comprehended  by  any^Mor- 
tal  in  its  full  extent.  I  fay,  this  is  fo  far  from  being  an  Argu¬ 
ment  againd  us,  that  it  is  the  very  bed  that  could  be  given  for 

us : 
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us :  for  if  it  be  fo  difficult  for  the  moft  enlightned  Man  in  many 
cafes  to  make  a  certain  Judgment;  how  much  more  muft  it 
be  fo  for  thofe  whofe  Education  has  left  them  wholly  Illite¬ 
rate,  and  deftitute  of  thofe  means  that  are  neceffary  for  the 
forming  of  a  right  Judgment  where  it  may  be  given?  Let 
then  any  indifferent  perfon  judge,  whether  one  that  is  from  his 
youth  inftituted  in  the  Knowledge  of  natural  Bodies,  and  ex¬ 
ercis’d  in  the  Analyfis  of  all  forts  of  ’em  whether  Animal,  Ve¬ 
getative,  or  Mineral •  or  one  that  is  only  us’d  to  weigh, 
break  to  pieces  fome  few, of  them  in  a  Mortar,  and  mfx  them 
together  by  the  direction  of  the  former ;  be  beft  qualified  to 
judge  of  the  Cafes  that  come  before  them,  and  to  dired:  the 
neceffary  means  for  their  Cure. 

If  then  a  due  Obfervation  of  the  Law  muff  ruin  the  Apo¬ 
thecaries;  and  a  Negled  of  it,  the  whole  Laculty  of  Vhyjick: 
let  the  World  decide,  which  is  moft  for  their  welfare  to  fup- 
port. 

§.  XII.  i.  A  Tax  on  the  Nobility  and  Gentry,  who  in  the 
flighted:  Cafes,  even  for  their  Servants,  can’t  then  have 
any  kind  of  Medicines,  without  confulting  and  giving 
a  Fee  to  one  of  the  College. 

§.XI1I.  2.  An  Oppreflion  to  the  poorer  Families  not  able  to 
go  to  the  Charge  of  a  Fee  ;  the  fuppreffing  of  the 
Apothecaries  being  to  deprive  fuch  poor  People  and 
Families  of  all  manner  of  Affiftance  in  their  Neceffities. 

§.  XIV.  3.  A  certain  Prejudice  to  all  Sick  Perfonson  fudden 
Accidents,  and  new  Symptoms  arifing,  efpecially  in 
Acute  Difeafes,  and  in  the  Night,  wherein  if  the  Apo- . 
thecary  is  called,  and  fhall  dare  to  apply  the  .Jeaft 
Remedy,  he  runs  the  hazard  of  being  ruined,  or  the 
Patient  the  danger  of  being  loft.  . 
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observation . 

Tilde  two  firft  Allegations  are  fo  falfe,  that  the  Di [pen fortes 
were  ere&ed  on  purpofe  to  relieve  people  of  all  Ranks  and  Con¬ 
ditions  from  the  Oppreffion  and  Exadions  which  the  Method 
of  pradifing  Phyfick  then  unavoidably  fubmitted  them  to.  For 
whiift  the  Apothecaries  had  the  foie  difpenfmg  of  Medicines, 
whether  by  their  own  advice  ora Phyjicians;  it  was  Impoffible 
to  regulate  thole  exorbitant  Rates  which  they  fet  upon  their 
Medicines :  and  though  the  Rhyftcians  did  generoufly  offer  to 
give  their  advice  gratis  to  all  poor  People  and  Servants,  yet 
their  Charity  was  for  a  time  defeated,  becaufe  the  Apotheca¬ 
ries  would  not  agree  to  any  limitation  of  gain  ,*  and  they  had 
then  no  other  place  to  refort  to  for  Medicines :  So  that  they 
know  the  want  of  Charity  which  they  reproach  us  with, 
lies  at  their  own  door.  It  is  fufficiently  Notorious,  that  the. 
Rhyficians  in  general  are  not  backward  in  giving  their  advice 
gratis  to  Servants  in  thole  Families  where  they  are  employed 
by  theMafters,  when  they  have  occafion.  But  if  there  be  a- 
ny  amongft  them,  that  are  obnoxious  to  this  reproach,  ’tis 
well  known  they  are  the^den  whom  the  Apothecaries  moft  affed: 
to  cry  up,  and  whom  as  they  fay,  they  mention  with  Honour 
and  RefprfL 

As  for  poor  Families,  the  Difpenfaries  alone  could  furnifli 
us  with  fifty  thoufand  Witneffes,  that  we  are  careful  of  them 
even  to  our  expence,  without  any  Confideration  for  it.  And 
rofatishe  all  mankind  of  the  truth  of  this,  we  are  willing  to  put 
the  Government  of  our  Charity  into  the  hands  of  any  per- 
f6rts  of, 'Honour  and  Integrity,  who  will  take  upon  them- 
lejve's  that  trouble,  and,  as  in  the  Hofpitals,  receive  and  pay 
ail:' And  if,  any  profit  arife,  the  fame  Perfons  fhall  have  the. 
difpofal  of  it,  lo  as  may  be  ft  ferve  the  ends  of  this  Charity. 


The; 
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The  World  would  think  us  mad,  if  we  fhould  ferioufly  ask 
them.  Who  lays  the  greater  Tax  upon  the  people,  the  Apo¬ 
thecaries  who  will  not  tet  the  pooreft  Wretch  have  any  thing, 
without  an  extravagant  gain;  or  the  Difpenfiiry  Vhyfician , 
who  gives  his  advice  Gratu  to  all  poor  People  and  Servants, 
and  furnilhes  them  with  Medicines  at  the  Intrinfick  Value  ol 
the  Drugs  and  Labour?  But  the  true  ground  of  the  Apothe¬ 
caries  irreconcileable  quarrel  to  the  Difpenfaries,  is,  that 
thefe  hinder  them  from  grinding  the  faces  of  innumerable 
Poor,  and  fometimes  let  Perfons  of  better  fubttance  fee,  how 
grievoufly  they  are  impos’d  on  by  the  Apothecaries  in  the  Price 
of  Medicines  :  By  which  inmoft  Cafes  their  Profit  more  than 
doubles  the  Cuftomary  Fees  of  a  legal  Vhyfician . 

This  will  readily  appear  to  any  Man  that  has  a  Family, 
upon  examination  of  his  Apothecary  s  yearly  Bill ;  for  deducing 
fifteen  Shillings  in  the  pound, which  is  a  very  moderate  Corn-, 
putation  of  the  overcharge  in  their  Bills,  he  will  find  how. 
much  might  have  been  allow’d  for  a  Vhyfician  s  attendance,, 
and  how  much  fav’d,  when  that  was  honourably  paid.  Which 
might  well  put  Matters  of  large  Families  in  mind  of  reviving 
the  ancient  pra&ice  of  retaining  Pftyficians  by  annual  Sa¬ 
laries,  whereby  not  only  the  charge  would  be  lefs,  but  much  , 
better  advice  would  be  given  to  the  Sick,  than  now  they 
have. 

As  for  fiudden  Cafes,  wherein  a  Vhyfician  cannot  Con^. 
veniently  be  called  in  time,  they  are  in  no  danger :  for  as, 
neceflity  requires  it,  fo  no  Vhyfician  ever  objected  againft  it 
But  certainly  no  perfons  within  the  Bills  ot  Mortality  live  fo* 
far  from  a  Vhyfician,  as  not  to  be  able  to  call. one  in  four  and? 
Twenty  hours  time,  after  which  if  the  Apothecary  perfifts  to_ 
prefume  upon  his  own  Judgment  alone,  he  has  no  right  to, 
plead  the  fuddenilefs  of  the  Cafe. 
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And  now  having  done  with  the  Cafe ,  and  as  :tis  prefum’d 
fufficiently  Ihewd  it  to  be  wholly  mifreprefemed ;  we  mult

Phyficians  whom  they 
honour  )  are  able  to  fhevv  us  any  Injuftice  done  in  thefe 
Obfervations  upon  their  CASE,  we  are  ready  to  re¬ 
d-aft  it  as  publickiy  as  we  have  done  it ;  and  therefore  chal¬ 
lenge  them  to  fhew  it  :  Which  if  they  do  not,.  the  World 
will  have  reafon  to  conclude  from  their  Silence  in_  publick, 
that  what  they  vent  to  the  contrary  in  private,  is  falfe  and 
Scandalous,  and  receive  them  accordingly. 

And,  a  little  to  check  the  Vanity  and  Prefumption  of  a 
Vraclifing  Apothecary ,  we  fhall  add  the  Opinion  (not  ot  a 
Phyfician,  but)  of  the  Prince  of  Philofophers,  concerning 
fuch  an  Animal.

SCribling  and  Lying  is  fo  common  an  Infirmity,  as 
well  amongft  Fools  as  Knaves,  that  it  would  be  a 
Labour  as  ridiculous  as  fruitlefs  to  guefs  at  one  fo 
obfcure  as  the  Author  of  this  LIBELL.

penfationof  the  Medicines  was  firlf  offer’d  to  the  Apothe¬ 
caries  by  the  Phylicians,  which  they  reje&ed.

2 dly,  His  Affertion,  that  as  this  Quarrel  was  begun  about 
the  Profit  of  Noflrums ,  fo  this  Profit  of  Noftrums  is  the  foie 
Reafon  of  our  Adherence  to  the  Difpenfary  •  and  particu¬ 
larly  that  a  Preparation  of  the  Jefuits-Bark  is  fold  under  the 
Name  of  a  Bezoartick  ExtraB,  at  forty  Shillings  an  Ounce, 
is  asfrontlefs  a  Calumny  as  the  former  :  For  neither  do  we 
fell  any  Preparation  of  the  Bark  at  above  a  quarter  that 
Price ;  (and  that  is  the  Extract  of  it,  to  the  making  of  an ' 
Ounce  whereof  more  than  half  a  pound  of  the  Bark  is  ne- 
ceffary)  nor  do  we  keep,  fell,  or  prefcribe  any  Medicine 
by  that  Name  he  mentions,  nor  any  other  Medicine  of  any 
kind  or  form,  ;at  that  price.  For  what  reafons  we  ufe  fuch 
private  Medicines,  Vide  foregoing  Cafe,  Pag.  14. 

pQ?  To  fhew  his  Skill  in  the  College  Affairs,  he  has 
pitch’d  upon  Five  Men  to  fiem  the  Torrent  of  the  Faction,  (as  he 
calls  it  ;)  the  firft  of  which  never  comes  near  the  College, 
and  Two  others  never  were  Members.  Thefe  fame  Perfons 
he  is  pleas’d  to  expect  If  range  Difcoveries  in  Phyfick  from  , 
tho’  none  of  them  ever  yet  wrote  one  Line  in  their  Facul¬ 
ty  for  the  Prefs,  and  fome  of  them  are  known  to  be  unca- 
pableof  doing  it  :  Yet  thefe  are  the  Men  who  in  his  E- 
ffeem  are  to  match  Harvy,  Glijfon ,  JVillis,  Ent ,  Sydenham,  &c. 
But  he  profeffes  himfelf  to  be  neither  Dodor  nor  Apotheca¬ 
ry;  and  therefore  we  may  allow  it  to  be  as  good  a  Judgment 
as  he  was  capable  of  making.

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4 thljy  He  thinks  tit  roundly  to  affirm  at  random.  That  the 
Difpenfaries  are  fallen  under  the  Odium  of  the  People  for  Ex- 
adtion,  and  that  they  are  now  finking,  and  fupportcd  only 
by  Dr.  Pit .  If  it  were  proper,  in  anfwer  to  a  Mercenary 
Scoundrel  (for  that  is  the  only  Name  that  himfelf  does  not 
deny  to  be  his  due)  to  produce  the  Certificates  of  tbofe 
who  have  been  reliev’d  at  the  Difpenfaries,  we  con’d  fhew 
many  Thoufands  •  the  Number  of  which  daily  increases  by 
great  Proportions,  as  the  Books  will  fhew.  But  the  fingfc 
Cafe  of  Seal  before  recited,  is  fufficient  to  fhew  the  diffe¬ 
rence  betwixt  us  and  the  Apothecaries  in  point  of  Exaction.

As  for  the  Support  afforded  to  it  by  Dr.  P/7,  it  is  no  more 
than  what  divers  others  do  in  as  eminent  a  Degree.  It  muft 
be  confeft,  that  the  Dodtor  has  fhewn  a  great  deal  of  com¬ 
mendable  Zeal  in  an  honeft  Caufe,  and  more  perhaps  than 
thofe  that  are  embark’d  on  the  fame  Bottom  have  defired 
from  him.  Not  that  they  think  any  thipg  that  he  has  faid 
concerning  the  Pradtice  of  the  Difpenfary,  to  be  untrue  • 
but  becaufe  in  Matters  of  private  Practice,  into  which  the 
Dodtor  fometimes  launches,  others  may  think  in  fome  parti¬ 
culars  differently  from  him,  and  not  condemn  or  approve  e- 
very  thing  that  he  condemns  or  approves.  Therefore  if  the 
Practice  of  fome  Phyficians  of  the  Difpenfary  be  not  found 
in  every  thing  -to  fquare  with  the  Dodtor’s  Notions,  neither 
he  nor  they  are  to  be  blam’d.  He  fpeaks  according  to  his 
Opinion,  and  they  adt  according  to  theirs  :  For  which  rea- 
fon  Pearl ,  and  Be&oar,  and  divers  other  Medicines  not  gene¬ 
rally  us’d,  are  kept  in  the  Difpenfary  for  the  fervice  ouhofe 
that  Bill  have  an  Opinion  of  them.  But  the  Hireling 
Advocate  of  the  Apothecaries  is  grofly  miftaken,  if  he  thinks 
that  Dr.  Pit  was  employ’d  by  the  Phyficians  of  the  Difpen¬ 
fary  to  fpeak  their  common  fenfe.  The  Dodtor  has  with  a 
great  deal  of  honeft  Freedom,  fpoke  his  own  Thought's , 
which  contain  abundance  of  unquestionable  Truths,  necef- 
^  E  fary 
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iary  to  be  known  bv  the  People  •  and  there  is  no  doubt 
but  he  is  able  to  vindicate  his  own  Reputation  to  the 
Confufion  of  Twenty  fuch  low  Scriblers  as  this. 

Sthly,  He  is.  pleas’d  to  give  us  a  large  Encomium  of 
Apothtcaiies  foi  then  Learning  and  deep  Encjui^ies 
into  Nature  •  and  affirms  with  a  great  deal  of  Confidence 
that  they  are  moff  of  them  confummate  Grecians  and  Phi- 
lofophers  •  and  that  on  the  contrary,  the  Students  of  Phy- 
fick  in  the  Univerfities  are  generally  Rakes  and  Voluptu¬ 
It  had  been  happy  for  him,  if  to  back  this  Affertion,  he 
could  have  inftanced  in  any  ufeful  Work  publi£hcf>  or 
Difeoveryy  made  by  an  Apothecary,  by  which  we  might 
have  judg’d  of  their  Progrefs  in  Learning,  or  the  Suceefs 
of  their  Experiments.  But  in  that  he  "is  very  unlucky  • 
for  he  pitches  upon  Air.  Ray ,  Air.  Doody ,  Air.  Pettiuer ,  and 
Mr.  Rand ,  as  Inffanccs  of  the  great  Application  of  the  A- 
pothecaries  to  Natural  Knowledge.  But  Mr.  Ray  and  Mr. 
Rand  are  out  of  the  Queftion  ;  they  are  Rakes  of  the  Um- 
verfity  Education ,  that  have  no  relation  to  the  Profeffion  of 
an  Apothecary  •  the  firft  a  Sober  Divine,  the  latter  an  honeft 
poor  Man  that  had  fpent  his  time  more  ufeful ly  perhaps  to 
himfelf  in  any  thing  elfe,  than  in  walking  the  Apothecaries 
up  and  down  to  fo  little  Advantage.  But  to  come  clofe  to  the 
Queftion,  I  iiippofe  Mr,  Doody  and  Mr.  Pettiver  to  be  Men: 
of  Honefty  and  Probity  •  and  therefore  would  ask  them 
what  notable  Improvements  of  Aledicine  they  have  made 
from  their  Skill  in  Botany  ?.  I  dare  be  confident  they 
would  anfwer.  None  ;  at  lead  ,  I  am  fure  their  printed 
Works  afford  none :  And  fo  much  for  the  Education  of  A- 
pothecaries.  Concerning  which  Vide  Obfervations,  p.  2;.

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To  this  we  anfwer,  That  generally  indeed  they  do  not ; 
becaufe  they  know  they  will  not  be  given  :  But  then 
they  make  themfelves  ample  amends  in  their  Bills.  But  it 
is  an  odd  fort  of  Logick  that  this  Whiffler  ufes,  to  inferr 
from  their  not  taking  Fees,  that  they  lie  under  no  Tem¬ 
ptation  of  multiplying  Medicines,  or  cramming  the  Pati¬ 
ents  with  unneceffary  Phyfick.  A  Man  that  reafons  right, 
wculd  inferr  juft  the  contrary,  That  lince  he  could  not  take 
Fees,  he  wou'd  make  himfelf  fatisfadion  out  ot  the  Phy¬ 
fick/  But  of  this,  Vick  Page  20.  His  Affertion  however,  is 
not  univerfally  true  as  it  is  put :  For  many  of  them  do  ex- 
ped,  and  often  take  Fees,  which  upon  occalion  can  be 
prov’d. 

Flere  we  rnuft  take  notice  of  an  extraordinary  piece  ol 
Ignorance  in  this  Scribler.  He  has  heard  us  blame  the  Ex¬ 
actions  of  the  Apothecaries  in  dividing  Electuaries  into  a 
great  many  Boles,  and  charging  every  one  of  them  diftind 
at  near  the  price  of  the  whole  •  and  thereupon  he  conceits 
that  we  are  out  of  love  with  the  Form  oi  Boles  :  and  m 
that  Conceit  takes  abundance  of  unneceffary  pains  to  prove 
the  Ufe  of  Boles  upon  us,  which  none  of  us  ever  difapprov- 
ed  or  fcrupled.  But  he  flips  over  the  Knavery  of  the  Apo¬ 
thecaries  ,  in  delivering  and  charging  that  in  fingle 
Boles,  which  was  order’d  in  an  Eleduary,  to  prevent  that 
Charge. 

We  fhou’d  here  make  fome  Reply  to  the  Account  he 
gives  of  the  Chalybeate  Infufion  with  Ambergriefe,  and 
fold  by  a  Phyfician  at  five  pounds  a  Quart ;  but  fince  he 
names  neither  Phyfician,  Patient,  nor  Apothecary,  to  whom' 
the  Price  was  referr’d,  we  know  not  how  to  inquire  into  the 
Fad  •  and  fhall  look  upon  it  as  a  Forgery,  like  the  reft,  till 
he  names  them.  •  ; 

There  remain  two  things  more  to  be  reply ’d  to,  in  one 
of  which  he  has  had  the  Impudence  to  vouch  the  Queen  to 
a  Lye  ;  which  is,  that  the  Phylicians  of  the  Difpenfary 
made  Amplication  to  her  Maiefty  to  furnifh  Medicines  for

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the  ufe  of  the  whole  Army  *  which  if  it  had  been  true,  had 
been  but .  a  generous  Offer  ,•  but  as  it  is  reported  by  him,  is 
a  down-right  Lye. 

.  The  fact,  which  he  has  improv’d  into  a  defire  of  ma¬ 
king  Medicines  for  the  whole  Army,  is  this  :  The  Ear!  of 
Peterborough  having  in  a  Vomiting  of  Blood,  had  by  the  Ad¬ 
vice  of  a  Phyfician  of  the  Difpenfary,  his  Medicines  from 
thence,  and  being  cured  of  it  by  thofe  Medicines  for  the 
Expence  oi  about  five  or  fix  /hillings,  was  thereby  con¬ 
vince!  both  of  the  Goodnefs  and  Cheapnefs  of  the  Medi¬ 
cine^  at  the  Difpenfary  :  Upon  which  afterwards,  being 
appointed  Governour,  Ur.  of  Jamaica ^  and  Captain-General 
0  .  IPtfi-Indies,  and  order’d  to  take  fome  Forces  along 
with  him  for  the  Security  of  thofe  Parts,  His  Lordfhip  de- 
Ijr  d,  that  the  Medicines  whichwere  allow’d  for  that  Service 
might  ^  be  made  at  the  College  Difpenfary  *  and  accordingly 
obtain’d  an  Order  from  her  Majefty  for  that  purpofb  : 
which  was  readily  comply ’d  with,  and  the  Medicines 
made  and  afforded  at  fucli  Rates  as  yielded  no  Profit  to 
the  Difpenfaries  •  which  Medicines,  when  the  Earl’s  Expe¬ 
dition  was  laid  afide  ,  were  otherwife  order’d  for  the  Uie  of 
the  Army  and  Navy.  All  this  was  done  without  any 
Application  on  die  part  of  the  Difpenfary,  and  without 
further  Attempt  or  Confequence. 

i  his  is  all  the  Repulfe,  which  he  impudently  fays  we 
met  vvith  from  the  Queen  :  For  though  we  think  our  feUes 
bound  to  obey  her  Orders,  and  ferve  Her  in  every  thing 
we  cm  ;  yet  we  have  not  been  fo  forward  to  pull  an  un- 
neceffary  Trouble  upon  our  felvcs.  But  we  have  heard 
tnat  a  greater  Summ  was  offered  to  that  Noble  Earl  by  an 
Apothecary,  to  have  the  providing  of  thofe  Medicines,  than 
tne  Medicines  themfclves  came  to  at  the  Difpenfary. 
Perhaps  tnis  too  may  be  an  Argument  of  the  great  Mo¬ 
deration  of  the  Apothecaries  Gains,  that  one  of  them  could 

aTord  to  bid  fo  high.  But  it  muft  be  according  to  their  Ad¬ 
vocate’s  I.ogick.

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The  I  aft  Point  is.  That  the  Number  of  Apothecaries  is 
no7increafed  within  thefe  Fifty  Years  ;  for  which  we  need 
do  no  more  than  appeal  to  the  Shops  in  the  Streets ;  as  we 
fliall  do  to  the  Lift  of  the  Phyfieians  publiftied  by  the  Au¬ 
thority  of  the  College,  for  the  Number  of  Legal l  Phyfcian* 
about  ft  is  Town,  which  he  felflydfinns  to  be  Eight  Hun-
